HISTORY OF ALBERTA 


SIR ALEXANDER MACKENZIE 
“Conqueror of The Rockies’’ 


Sir Alexander Mackenzie, the “Conqueror of the Rotkies,” 
is credited with two important achievements in the explora- 
tion of Canada. He discovered the great river which bears 
his name and was the first white man to reach the Pacific 
by an overland route across the rugged mountain ranges 
of the West, thus solving the problem which had been the 


great despair of Cartier, Champlain and La Salle. 


Alexander Mackenzie, a Scotsman, came to Canada in his 
youth to become a fur trader. Within a few years he was 
made a partner in the North-West Company and soon 
established a trading-post on Lake Athabaska. Then 
Mackenzie turned his attention to the possibilities of the 
country to the north. In his relentless quest for “the 
Western Sea” he traced the great river highway, now the 
Mackenzie River, to the Arctic.
